Blair and 
Singleton are men of moderation and ability. 
Strpners, Boyce and Gilmer, on the other 
are aa good peace commissioners as 
l))Tis could select This cannot be a Jacques 
acd JeLke aff.ir with aoch negotiators. 

There are rca«ois why Abraham Lincoln 
will concede a good deal lor peaca and Union. 
He has but four years more to lire In politics, 
without changes that are not likely to take 
place. Lincoln U a man of great practical 
shrewdness. He knows the men he has to 
deal with In hia own party, and he knows bis 
enemies lie cm hardly be misled by the 
clamor that the rebtlHon is near its end, th t 
much longer redetnes la Impossible. He it 
wcil aware that the power of 
endurance may outlast tbe power of 
sion. He may fljbt four yaara more, spend 
three thousand millions, and end bis second 
term with an ixbansted country and tbe re- 
bellion still aliTe. Thus he may leave to 
others to end what he began. Wo may rea- 
sonably suppose that he is not disposed to 
run the ii»k of snch a result. Tne regro 
question will be hie atumbhrg Mock; but he 
bas s?id ho would save the Union with slavery 
or without slavery, or with it abolished in 
"■trie places ar d r;raaiulnt in others. Now, 
f he cr.n save the Unioo Xy dropplcir the 
holCauLJict of alarery out of the matter to 
! (Mtposcd of hcreaf.tr, will Le not c*o ii? 
Wlfl don't suppose his former declarations 
wculd be much in his wary; but it would be 
CLTcnient to refer to them to Justify what Le 
1 dieposed to do for other reasons. Ii m?y 
K moreover, that foreign nations arc not to 
be nicco longer trusted to remain neutral. 
Whtiher they will or not, it Is Impossible to 
guear; bn'. they l»t9 a deep late rest in divid- 
rg this country. 1 1 have aa much interest 
n it, ts a precautionary tniaiure for their own 
fety, as they ever bad in any great public 
event The lor »er this contest lasts tbe mere 
comp'icatlOLs and irritation are produced to 
Id to the rromptirssof interest and ambi- 
tion. 8o Abraham Lincoln mint see there are 
dacgers in deliy. He can', pretend that 
emacc patlon is a vtnr measure to put down 
the n hellion when It is all that stands In the 
way cf crdlcj; it. So, if Lincoln consults kfcj 
orru fame and his own satisfaction, he will ac- 
cept Union and peace on any terms that do 
not levo'.ve tumiliaiios. A statesman, to gain 
his object, does not stand en triO ts, or set up 
cjnatstercy in the way of settlement. 

On the ether sid?, Divis ft Co. hr-ve 
tatoBi to try to end this matter, if they 
can do so and save a little aelf-reapecL If tbey 
o ou with the war, they see they must make 
op their minds tc endsre calamities and nf> 
ferings, to sp* their Slates overrun by armies, 
citlca captured, and their homes and 
property at ihe mercy of an enemy. Years 
more oi desperation await them. Moreover, 
Uere is a serious disaffection wttk the Con- 
federacy In all the rebel Slates, tot only 
amongst the masses, but amotgst the leackg 
men. The plain fact that they are eacriflcirg 
all they seceded to maintain, is too obvious to 
overlooked. This disaffection is more 
likely to increase than diminish. DjvIs is a 
man of stern purpose and iron will. We grant 
thai there Is not a man living less likely to 
yield his purpose, but he is distrusted and de 
noucced by a party at home. H: must fore 
see that he will be made the e.capegoat In cue 
of misfortune. Ail losses will be laid to bis 
charge. The failure will be his. He may 
take the opportunity to save the credit of 
stand for • long time 
He may at least refer any 
terms subnitted to the States of the Confed 
eracy, and thus shun t 
self. 

A few days will solve the whole afLtlr. What 
ould be rational to expect in the hands of 
statesmen, it is, perhaps, preposterous to ex- 
pec*. In the bands of tbe men at Washington 
and Richmond; so that whl s'. we may be dis- 
appointed if nothing cornea of this effort for 
peace, wc shall be snrprised if

H'S works at 
Zlataout-l b-came celebrated as i he Dirming- 
bam ai.d Sheffield of the < hafd c untry. and 
the steel blades, arras, raxors. and cutlery of 
various kinds thtre made, were unquestion- 
ably the besi proiucisof ihe modern world. 
The General was accusfcmeT to e xhibit to 
his visitors the exquisite perfect ion of Lis 
wora by pertormiu* the feat of cutting 
through a gau: • vail in the air with one 
of bia Swor it — a feat which no ISritiah steel 
could be made to perform: and he would 
also lew nails, l>ones, and o'her hard 
•tanres. with the same aw..rd. without 
turtiiiig or nickm«r the fsfga. The highest 
authorities, epe tk mi 2 ot' Atio»off« a'ee 1 . "ay 
that the result of hi. discoveries was 1 to 
impress on cast steel the eUsiic piopert'e* 
of a cof'er material ' ('apt. Abbott, a 
Britiah officer highly competent to judge on 
this subject, enid '»tbe general fault of 
European Mades is thai, beinir forged of 
•hear steel for the eake of elasticity, they 
are scarcely perceptible of the keen edge 
which caat steel will assume. The genius 
of Anoeoffbas triumphed overthis objection, 
Dot in hardening the soft steel but in giving 
elasticity to the hard, and it may be doubted 
whether any fabric in the world can com- 
pete with that of Zlataousi in the pro- 
duction of weapons combining an equal de- 
gree of Qdge and elasticity.'' Capt Abbott 
also elates that he saw several of the re- 
jectei blades submitted to th* breaking en- 
gine, to be re cast, aod thai they were "bent 
double, and back again, several limes before 
they could be divided.

It was horrible beyond description 
It occurred to me at once that the woman 
we found on the road had crept out of this 
hovel on seeing the car coming across the 
bog, and had sunk ia the lifeless state of 
exhaustion in which we found her. And 
bo it turned out to be when I made subse- 
quent inquiry. 

We now resumed our journey, and at 
last arrived at the station, where I lost no 
lime in getting medical relief for my poor 
patient, and in sending to the gravel pit 
to have the bodies removed and buried. 

The next day I r> turned lo headquarters, 
and from time to time afterwards bad let- 
ters from the doctor reporting to me that 
the woman very speedily recovered, and 
out ef moneys placed at my disposal for 
c 1 aritable purposes I was' enabled to con- 
tribute to her comfort ia the shape of 
clothing. 

A couple of months or more pasaed away, 
and tbe severity of the famine was miti- 
gated by tbe abundance of food which 
CAineinto the country. The people began 
io look Detter, and every one waa ia better 
spirits. 

My visits to the remoter stations of my 
district were neoeasarily fewer, for I had 
important dutiee to discharge at the town 
in which 1 lived, and where the union 
workhouse was situated They were now 
princ pally direeied to the prevention of 
abuse in tbe administration of relief. 
Though tbe distress waa still great, yet it 
waa an undoubted fact within the experi- 
ence of all those engaged in the Poor-Law 
service, tbat abases crept in to a very 
'large extent, and it waa no easy matter 
to control them. 

Oa another lovely morning, sow far ad- 
vanced in the summer, I again started for 

the station at , near which occurred 

the incident which I have endeavored to 
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wn time, ic One of the most important 
things is a correct inventory of everything 
that has value — of investments and stock 
in trade; of debts and dues; of live stock 
and implements; of manures in the ground 
and in the compost heap, tax, &c. Were a 
farmer only to take a good inventory once 
year, and keep no other accounts, it 
ould be an invaluable aid to him iu refl- 
ating his future mansgement. 

Agricultural Reading.— I-ook over our 
book list. Encourage the formation of an 
agricultural library in your neighborhood, 
here many books and periodicals may be 
kepi for consultation. 
Building. — Keep every thing neat and 
dy, within and about the buildings — tools, 
chains, See., if left out may be covered up in 
he snow, and easily lost. Repairing aud 
painting implements arc always iu order 
if tbe weather favors. 

Cellars. — Open the windows and give 
change of air on warm, dry day*: remove 
all decaying vegetables. Protect against 
frost and vermin. 

Cattle. — Oxen ought to be shod, and kept 
sharp, whether the ground is slippery or 
not. Keed in accordance with ihe labor 
demanded of them, but on no account let 
them fall off in flesh Oxen low in flesh 
•re more liable to meet with accidents than 
others, and if a poor, lousy steer breaks n 
leg, nobody wants the beef, and it is not 
fit to eat; not so with one in good condi- 
tion. Young cattle ought not to be pam- 
pered, but well fed, and kept in growing 
order. 

Cows. — Milk to within about six weeks 
of ealving; young cows certainly to that 
time, if possible, to encourage a habit of 
holding out well. In icy weather be very 
careful of cows with calf. 

Farmers Clubs. — Hold frequent meet- 
ings Discuse the farming of your own 
neighbornood, and bow it may be improved. 
Find out who has got the best seeds of va 
rious kinds, and secure tbe advintage for 
the club Make observations on the care 
of stock, and see whose are wintered the 
best and most conveniently. 

Fencing Stuff— Haul in that cut in the 
fall, and work it out. Poor fences make 
bad neighbors. 

Frost— Defend water-pipes and pumps 
from frost. Horse dung packed round 
them in barrels or boxes is very good, if 
not allowed to reach tbe water. 

Grain. — Grind all fed out, except for 
sheep Shell corn only as fast as wanted 
for use or sale. Give rats attention and 
phosphorus. 

Harness and Carriage Tops. — Keep 
clean, and after they have been wet, oil them 
thoroughly. 

Horses — Be very watchful of breeding 
a ares in icy weather. Keep horses used on 
tbe road well calked. 

Ice. — The earlier ice is secured, the bet- 
ter. If well put in, in the coldest weather, 
it is a good job out of the way. Use clear, 
good ice only. 

Manure. — Use all diligence to increase 
the [manure and compost heaps. Gather 
the dung in the yard, and compost it with 
muck. Absorbents in the stables should 
take up all the urine, and keep the air pure 
and wholesome. 

Markets. — Hold no produce after a good 
price is offered. Grain shrinks, htats, or 
is destoyed by vermin very often, and 
beeves and sheep, after they are fit for 
market, are seldom kept with profit more 
than a few weeks at most. 

Poultry. — Feed scraps of meat or pound- 
ed bones frequently. Give warm light 
quarters, and dry aahes to dust themeclves 
with, fresh water | but warm), daily, and 
keep the water and vessels scrupulously 
clean. Thus avoid disease among poultry 
and get plenty of eggs. 

Roads and paths. — If every one does his 
full share (and a little more ., toward break- 
ing roads, and making paths about the 
neighborhood, general comfort will be en- 
hanced. 

Roots. — Feed with care, so aa to have 
some always on hand for animals with 
young, and for a change of diet if an ani- 
mal gets off its feed. 

Seeds — Look out in advance for good 
fresh seeds of all kinds. Try all tbat are 
the least doubtful, in pots or boxes of earth, 
carefully attended, and neither too wet nor 
too dry. Never keep seeds in air-tight or

Ore:n street, .bet. Sec--nd and 
quAli'.y at 
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8hecp— Should not be confine! in close 
stable*; but, except during storms, should 
have the range of a large stock yard, or lot. 
Feed in well-constructed racks and feeding 
troughs. Turnips and beets fed freely are 
very fattening and more economical gener- 
ally than corn. Whatever grain is fed 
should be given regularly; even a very 
small quantity is well, if it can be fed so 
that each sheep shall get its share. Salt 
ought to be kept constantly were the sheep 
can get it. If, however, it has not been, 
they must be gradually accustomed to it. 
The notion that sheep do not need wafer ia 
winter is a mistake. It is much better for 
them to have accaas to water which does not 
freexe. 

Swine — The quantity of manure which a 
few hogs will make, if plenty of mack and 
litter be thrown from time to time into their 
pen, and the whole be kept under cover, is 
very great. Hogs, ezoept for breeding, are 
of no value to Eadern farmers, with few 
exceptions, if they be not employed to work 
aver manure. Feed some raw root', potatoes, 
turnips, &s , to breading sows. 

Timber land. — Clean the wood lots of 
crooked, broken or hollow trees, and secure 
firewood in this way, and do it at the pres- 
ent season. 

Tools. — Oat ia your orders for mowers 
aad all heavy implements early, so as to be 
well and promptly served ; aud delay 
seeded repairs.
